Police probe of food stamp 
thefts helps reduce fraud

A program now in use in Granite 
City, to ‘crack down’’ on persons 
making false reports of food stamp 
thefts may be expanded elsewhere, 
due {o its ‘substantial’ success, 
according to officials of the Illinois 
Department. of Public Aid in 
Nameoki Village Shopping Center. 
Simply by taking a closer look at 
all food stamp theft reports and 
conducting personal interviews of 


the persons making those reports, 
the average number of food stamp 


theft reports in Granite City has - 


dropped from nearly 32 cases a 
month in the first six months of this 
year to six cases a month. . 

The dollar value of replacements 
for stolen food stamps has declined 
from an average of $3,240 per month 
to $408, since the program began, 
unemployment officials said. 

Much of the credit has to be given 
to Lt. Col. George Tellor, who 
initiated the program this summer, 

jieving that there were a great 
mber of false theft reports being 
made. 

Tellor instructed officers to refer 
personally to him all persons 
reporting stolen food stamps. Tellor 
then interviewed each “‘victim”’ of a 
food stamp theft at length and made 
a written report of his findings, 
which then was sent to caseworkers 
for food stamp program. 

“We found many cases in which 
the person would change his or her 
story many times. If we report that 
we doubt a theft report, the state will 
not issue replacement food stamps,” 
Tellon noted. Persons disagreeing 
with| 'Tellor’s assessment of the 
validity of their reports may appeal 
to food stamp officials, he said. 

The| results were apparent im- 
mediately. In July, 1981, 
replacement food stamps worth 
$2,673 were issued in 33 theft cases. 
In August, after the program began, 
only $575 worth of replacement food 
stamps were issued in seven theft 
cases. Several other cases were 
disqualified from replacement food 
stamps. 

The jnumber of cases in which 
replagerpnt food stamps were 


issued dropped to six in September 
and the value of the replacement 
stamps declined to $408. 2 

The report on the August and 
September food stamp 
replacements was accompanied by 
the simple note’ to Tellor, “Thank 
you,” , and was signed by a 
caseworker. 

Another note received recently by | 
Tellor from Department of Public 
Aid officials when the program first 
started says the figures for the first 
six months of this: year showed a 
“good example of a policy (false 
repaciie of food stamp thefts) that | 
got ‘completely ‘out of hand.” 
Hopefully, there will be a substanti 
decrease in the figures on the, next. 
report... 

There was. The* “next report was 
the August report with only seven 
cases in which stolen food stamps 
were replaced. 

Efforts are underway nationally to 
crack down on fraud in the $11 billion 
food stamp program. The | 
. Agriculture Department. estimates | 
that fraud and error in the program, 
which supplies food aid for more | 
than 22 million persons, costs the 
taxpayers between $1 bill and $1.5 
billion a year. u 

Routine replacement of food 
stamps reported stolen agcounts for 


‘a large percentage of the loss to 


fraud, officials indicate. 
Recognizing a major problem, the 
Reagan administration is at- 
tempting to halt the fraud, Attorney 

neral William French Smith is 
setting up a task force to coordinate 
and intensify efforts to prevent 
fraud’ in the program, which has 
become the most unpopular social 
program, according to a poll earlier 
this year. 

In the future; replacement food 
stamps may be issued only where 
there ig proof that they were'lost in a 
disaster, such as a fire. However, no 
such guidelines have yet been 
received in the Granite City office, a 
spokesman said. ‘‘It is) really 
needed.

Shuttle buses and a “‘park 
and ride’ program were 
among the objectives listed 
in a report presented to the 
Madison County Transit 
Board by its citizen advisory 
committee. 

During the transit board’s. 
meeting last week, it voted to 
adopt the report and make 
its list of objectives the of- 
ficial goals of the district 
next year — provided the 
Madison County board 
grants the district a con- 
tinuance to operate for 
another year. 

In the. special meeting, 
held to adopt the report 
before next county board 
meeting, Board Chairman 
Bill Haine praised the work 
of the citizen committee. The 
committee is made up of 
private citizens who live 
within the jurisdiction of the 
district. 

In the committee's 10-page 
report, it listed’ ways it 
thought public tran- 
sportation could be im- 
proved in the district. The 
goals ranged from im- 
proving public transit 
system to finding alter- 
natives for it, 

“The committee did an 
excellent job,” Haine said 
referring to the report. 
“They approached the thing 
with an open mind,” he 
added. 

According to Haine, the 
Illinois 
Transportation has termed 
the ‘advisory committee a 
“model” group. He said if 
granted a continuance by the 
county board, the board 
would do its best to see that 
all the objectives stated by

acted on. 

Among the objectives in 
the report are alternate 
ways to use the %4-cent sales 
tax levied. on those in the 
distric The report 
suggested such alternatives 
as shuttle buses and ‘park 
and ride” projects. Haine 
said he thought the senior 
citizen vans should be 
financed by the district.

A sufmmary of the 
district’s| accomplishments 
and list of its future 
proposals will be sent with 
the resolution. , 

Haine said the request for 
continuance will be put on 
the agenda of the Oct. 21 
county board meeting.

High court upholds 


conviction 


‘The Ilinois Supreme Court 
this week overturned a Fifth 
Appellate Court decision and 
ruled that Jimmy L. Creek, 
45, of the 2100 block of Louisa 
St., could not have his in- 
dictment and conviction on a 
reckless homicide charge 
thrown out of court just 
because a previous criminal 
information against him had 
been dismissed by the state’s 
attorney's office. 

The Supreme Court af- 
firmed the ruling of former 
Madison County Circuit 
Judge Harold R: Clark in 
denying dismissal of the case 
on a 1979 writ of habeas 
corpus for Creek, who 
contended that he was im- 
properly placed in double 
jeopardy. 

The appeals court agreed 
with Creek, saying that to 
dismiss the criminal in- 
formation against him and.a 
month later indicting him on 
the same charge constituted 
double jeopardy. The

Alderman Carl Kittel of the Third 
Ward said that no tax would be popular. 
The council listened to Granite City 
Steel and defeated a utility tax on 
electricity, but Granjte City Steel still is 
laying people off, despite the city’s 
help. “It | takes ‘dollars to operate 
government,” Kittel stated. 

Alderman Warren Decatur of the 
Fourth Ward asked Richardson if he 
had a better idea to propose for raising 
funds than the sales tax and Richardson 
agreed he did not, except for his earlier 
suggestions to reduce the tax or to puta 
¢ap on major purchases subjected to 
the) tax, 

Mayor Paul Schuler summarized, “It 
is true the city shortfall will be $400,000 
on the last day of the fiscal year, but 
there are a lot of other things to take 
into account. 

“The city doesn’t collect a tax until at 
least four months after the new budget, 
which is one-third of the year. The city 
has had to wait for its real property tax 
dollars, the lion's share of the income to 
the general fund, for a third of the year 
and that’s approximately a half-million 
dollars (the city will expend in that 
time)” the mayor explained. 

He said the city also has a critical 
need for new police cars and other 
capital expenditure items if vital city 
services are to continue, A’ separate 
story on the condition of the ‘city’s 
police department equipment appears 
elsewhere in today’s Press-Record. 

Schuler continued, “The council cut 
the| budget 12 percent in labor, but 
previous to that, the city budget on 


capital expenditures was cut much | | 
more. All new equipment was put on 
hold, including a request for 10 or 11 
police cars, which represents a pretty 
good chunk of money.’ 

Alderman Everett Morlen of the First 
Ward also noted that the city’s trash 
collection contract expires this sprit mn 
and indications from bidding on a new, 
contract last year indicate that the cost’ 
could nearly double. 

Skubish added that contract 
hegotiations with the unions 
representing most city employees are 
to resume soon and raises are an-. 
ticipated this spring: “If there are no. 
funds to offer, we have to either cut 
people ‘off or give no raises,”’ he con- 
tended. 

Alderman Mac Warfield of the Sixth 
Ward said, ‘‘We need to put firemen 
back on (the job after layoffs). A new 
ambulance is needed. There are a lot of 
things we need,”’ 

Schuler responded to allegations by 
those who oppose the tax but said they 
were given insufficient time to prepare 
their objections.

Ozone levels in 1981 drop 
sharply below last year 


Weather played a key role 

. in holding 1981 ozone levels 

at about 50 percent below 

those reached in 1980 during 

the May i-September 30 

» season, according to a report 

just released by the Mlinois 

Environmental Protective 
Agency. 

A single Yellow Alert was 
issued by the Agency during 
this season, while none were 
issued in 1980. This alert 
o¢curred on Aug. 1 in 
Waukegan when ozone 
concentrations reached 172 
parts per billion (ppb) for 
one hour and weather -con- 
ditions were such that those 
levels were expected to 
reoccur the following day. 

‘The report shows that in 
Granite City the highest 

= ozone level on a one-hour 
. average during the season 
 +was 115, while highest levels 
were reported in Alton with 
127, in Collinsville 123, 
-Waterloo in St. Clair County 
with 128 and Wood River 
with 126. 
Second highest ozone level 
» in Granite City was 94, 
compared to 124 in Alton, 116 
in Collinsville, 104 in 
Edwardsville and 122 in 


Special weather phones: 


Captain Glenn H. Huff- 
man, commander, District 
Eleven, has advised that the 
Illinois State Police will 
again utilize special weather 
phones which have been 
installed at all state |police 
headquarters.

There were 10 
advisory days of high levels

Monitoring Section, IEPA 
Division of Air Pollution 
Control, said. 

“Summer of 1980 was 
marked by a severe drought 
and heat-wave, while this 
summer was .marked by 
record rainfall over large 
areas of the state. Rain and 
clouds tend to suppress 
ozone formation. 

“Summer was not par- 
ticularly cooler than normal 
this year over Central 
Illinois, but there were 
enough cool spells to keep 
levels low. There were, on 
the other hand, a number of 
good ‘ozone days’ in the 
Chicago area with light, 
southwesterly winds and 
lake breezes and these gave 
rise to the relatively high 
levels seen there. 

“Despite this past season 
which saw a record drop in 
ozone levels, I remain 
convinced that ozone con- 
tinues to be the most 
widespread air quality 
problem in Illinois,"’ Kolaz 
said. 

Ozone is a secondary 
pollutant formed by a 
complicated photochemical 
reaction between sunlight, 
warm temperatures and 
light winds with the presence 
of hydrocarbons and 
nitrogen. dioxide in the at- 
mosphere;

The Industrial Revolution 
of the late 18th and 19th 
Centuries marked the rise of 
the factory and the decline of 
agriculture as the central 
focus of work in Western 
society. 

The poeple. who left the 
farms to work in factories 
wore easily washed blue 
denim workshirts and 
overalls aind thus came to be 
known as__ blue-collar 
workers. 

Today’s blue-collar 
workers make, repair, and 
deliver the material objects 
that are essential to our high 
standard of living, from 
automobiles and washing 
machines to ballpoint pens 
and safety pins. 

Yet, the people who create 


the miracles of modern 
industrial life are given little 
esteem by the society they 
serve 

It is difficult to see how 
America can continue to 
attract’ workers to these 
crucial jobs unless it 
changes its attitudes toward 
them. 

Until 1954, blue-collar 
workers were a majority of 
the American labor forces. 
Since then, their relative 
percentage — though not 
their absolute number — has 
declined as a result of the 
rapid growth in white-collar 
employment. 

‘Today, blue-collar workers 
comprise only 36 percent, of 
our 102 million-member 
workforce. 

Unhappily, the decline in 
the percentage of blue-collar 
workers has been ac- 
companied by an even more 
rapid decline in the prestige 
society assigns to the work 
they do, 

I speak feelingly about this 
issue, for I spent many years 
working ina blue collar as an 
auto worker, plumber’ and 
machinist. 

In each of these jobs, I 
worked hard physically, and 
I was continually aware of

But the change made mass 
production possible and 
heralded thé age of the 
assembly line. 

MASS PRODUCTION. 

Underlying the concept of 
mass production was the 
innovation of in- 
terchangeable parts. 

For example, a part made 
for one (clock was 
manufactured so it would fit 
in every clock being mass 
produced by that factory. 

Under this system, 
PEOPLE also became in- 
terchangeable. Without the 
need for special skills, any 
worker could perform any 
part of the assembly process 
with only a short training 
period. 

This aspect of | the 
Industrial Revolution is 
ongoing. For example, we 
are currently witnessing the 
de-skilling of the craft of 
newspaper printing. 

Historically, a printer 
would make type, set it, lock 
it up, and run the presses in 
the tradition of Gutenberg, 
the inventor of mechanical 
printing. 

But in a modern printing 
plant, copy jis typed by 
reporters ‘into a video 
display unit| and passed 
through a pré-programmed 
computer. 

SKILLED BLUE-COLLAR 
WORKERS, 

Not every craftsman has 
gone the way |of the clock- 
maker. 

Some maintain ’their skills, 


including those who can read ° 


blueprints and turn them 
into metal parts, tools, 
houses (complete with 
modern plumbing and 
electrical wiring) and 
bridges. 

But society holds even 
these highly — skilled 
professionals, such as 
plumbers, electricians and 
ironworkers, in low esteem. 

These workers are 
frustrated because their own 
sense of social worth is not 
shared by othe 

For example, if a blue- 
collar worker wants to go out 
to dinner after work, he or 
she considers it necessary to 
change into “street clothes” 
— that is, the WORK apparel 
of the white-collar worker 
that can be worn without 
scorn in public. 

Other invidious distinc- 
tions make | blue-collar 
workers continually aware 
of their lower social status: 
They punch time-clocks and 
are paid by the hour; most 
white-collar workers do not 
punch time-clocks and 
receive ‘‘salaries.”” 

Blue-collar workers have 
little control over their time 


on the job and have access to 
few amenities; white-collar 
workers usually have less 
supervision, greater 
freedom to pace their work, 
and access to a free phone 
for personal business. 

Because blue-collar 
workers make or install 
things, their work is easily 
quantified; most white: 
collar ; workers are not 
subjected to such 
measurement of output. 

Blue-collar workers also 
face daily the task of making 
their _ repetitive work 
pearable. 

In order to cope with 
routine jobs to which society 
assigns no intrinsic vlaue, all 
employees, but blue-collar 
workers in particular, create 
a sense of 
with their co-workers. 

This feeling of a com- 
munity at work, the social 
life of the office or factory, is 
one of the few satisfactions 
available to factory workers 
and laborers. 

Thus, the inability to ‘‘sch- 
mooze’’ (shoot the breeze) in 
a noisy, fast-paced auto 
factory is one reason that 
such jobs are often con- 
sidered ‘‘bad,’’ even though 
they are highly paid. 

A CLEAN-HANDS 
SOCIETY. 

Television has made all 

Americans’ aware of the 
division of labor in our 
society and of the unequal 
distribution of amenities on 
the job. 
As a result, young people 
tend to reject manual work, 
preferring the white-collar 
world. 

In’ fact, America is in 
danger of becoming a 
“‘clean-hands’’ society in 
which native-born men and 
women refuse to do the 
necessary work of 
civilization. 

Even as the economy 
continues to eliminate blue- 
collar work thorugh 
automation, robots, and 
computers, there is a critical 
shortage of many types of 
blue-collar workers.

High-paid jobs’ — for 
example, screw-machine 
operators — go begging 
because Americans refuse to 
do noisy, dirty work. 

Such work is, therefore, 
being exported — along with 
potential jobs > -for 
Americans. -  ) 

But even noisy, dirty work 
can be made more attractive 
by giving blue-collar 
workers some of the same 
perquisites as white-collar 
workers enjoy — greater 
control over their own jobs, 


.and greater opportunities to 


schmooze. 

At least for the near 
future, a’ substantial and 
critical part of the labor 
force will wear blue collars. 

If America is to interest 
people in such work, it may 
have to rethink how to give 
those who make ours an 
“affluent society’? the 
respect they deserve.

Garden season ending

The gardening season is 
about over and your garden 
equipment should be cleaned 
and winterized after the final 


usage. Proper care will 
extend the life of the 
equipment and gardening 
will be easier next spring 
with clean, sharp tools and 
easy-to-start éngines. 


Hand tools should be 
cleaned so that they are free 
of dirt and rust. A putty knife 


and wire. brush are good 


tools for this. Coat all ex- 
posed metal. with oil for 


protection against moisture. 
Then store in a dry, 
sheltered area. 

Gasoline engines on your 
power equipment need 
special care. After the last 
use of the season, drain the 
gas from both the tank and 
carbuetor.

New exam 
for nurses 


The Illinos Department of 
Registration and Education 
(DRE) has been notified 
that, effective July 1982, the 
licensing examination for 
registered nurses will be 
switched from a five-part 
exam with five separate 
scores to a comprehensive, 
single-score exam. 

Notification came from the 
National Council of State 
Boards of Nursing, which is 
responsible for development 
and use of nurse licensure 
exams nationwide. 

DRE Director Gary L. 
Clayton said the new exam 
will more accurately reflect 
current nursing practice, 
because of updated content, 
and will improve reliability. 

“The current exam is valid 
in total, but is isn’t scored in 
total,’’ Clayton said. ‘It has 
five parts — medical nur- 
sing, surgical nursing, 
nursing of children, 
psychiatric nursing and 
obstetric nursing — which 
are scored separately. 

“If, an applicant fails one 
or more parts, he or she can 
take those parts over. The 
new test will require total re- 
examination, and thus a 
more thorough assurance of 
nursing competancy. 

“This represents the first 
major ‘change in the exam 
since 1950,” he added. 

The new exam, the 
National Council Licensure 
Exam, will replace the 
National State’ Board Test 
Pool Examination. All 50 
states will use the new exam. 

About 8,900 applicants for 
licensure as registered 
nurses took the exam in 
Illinois in 1980. It is ad- 
ministered twice a year, in 
February and July. 

There are 94,400 RN's in 
Illinois’ who hold active 
licenses from the state.

Dedication ceremonies 
conducted this week for the 
R. W. Dortch Community 
Christian Center, located at 
2801 Marshall Ave., 
culminated years of plan- 
ning and work by the pastor, 
the Rev. Jeff Smith and the 
congregation of Community 
Heights “Assembly of God 
Church.

The 
basement was excavated in 
the fall of 1978, then the 
walls, flooring and steel for 
the basement was installed 
in 1979 and 1980 saw the sub 
flooring and upper structure 
completed to enclose the 
facility. : 

The final six months was a 
congregation volunteer 
program to finish the - in- 
terior work under the 
leadership of Rev. Smith and 
direction of Ernest Hale, a 
member of the church. 

Rey. Smith said, ‘‘It 
became an. overwelming 
project and at times would 
have been éasy to abandon 
but for the continued faith of 
those involyed in the con- 
struction. The last three 
years a relatively small 
congregation gave extra 
monies totaling $30,000 with 
another $23,000 contributed 
to redeem the bonds that had. 
to. be retired during that 
time.” 

The center has 10,000 
square feet of usable space 
including a gymnasium, 
kitchen facilities, offices, 
stage, prayer chapel, game 
room area, balcony and 
large area for educational 
use. 
Intitial plans for the center. 
have been finalized to hold a 
basketball and volleyball 
night with Friday evenings 
designated" for youth ac- 
tivities.

= Insect pests in stored: 


products continue to be‘ the 
number one insect problem 
‘in households, but there are 
“ways to get them out and 
ckeep them out. 
=-These insects feed on 
breakfast cereals, flour, 
dried fruits, chocolate, 
fnacaroni and other products 
commonly found in the 
kitchen or pantry. 
« Since most adult insects 
ean fly, they can live a long 
way from the food they .in- 
lest. But there are things 
jomeowners can do to 
reduce the infestation. 
On way is to not bring 
home the insects. Check food 
packages at the super- 
market for signs of insect 
damage and infestation. 
«Keep home storage areas 
lean by eliminating spilled 
foods as quickly as possible. 
{ Remove foods from open 
packages and check for 
insects, especially if the food 
is to be stored for more than 
@ month. Put the food in air- 
fight containers of glass, 
metal or plastic. 
~ Dried products that are not 
lused frequently may be 
Btored in the refrigerator. 
"If infested food is found, 
Ard it. Empty’ the cup- 
boards or other food storage 
‘areas and:scrub or vacuum 
thoroughly to clean up all 
Spills. 

If you want 
chemical control, spray 
Baygon, phyrethrin | or 
Giazinon that comes in 
ready-to-use aerosol con- 
tainers. Spray it into cracks 
‘and crevices in the food

Do not contaminate the 
food, food handling surfaces 
or cooking and eating 
Utensils when applying the 
insecticide.

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Getting ready for winter 


Fall may have just 
@rrived, but now is the ame 
to start making preparations 
for the coming winter 
Months. To minimize the 
dangers of possible severe 
winter weather, the Illinois 
Emergency Services and 
Disaster Agency has issued 
te: following preparedness 

Check your supply of 
heating fuel. ‘Those homes or 
inesses using fuel should 
make arrangements now to 
Secure an adequate supply. 
2.° Ensure that battery 
Operated quipment is éully 
Operational. A battery- 
Operated radio will provide 
you with emergency in- 
formation if conventional 
Power is interrupted. Keep 
flashlights in convenient 
locations where they can be 
easily found. In businesses, a 
Good rule of thumb is to keep 
@ flashlight by each cash 
register. In homes, keep one 
on a bedside table. 

3. Prevent hazards due to 
overheated or dirty coal or 
oil burning stoves, fireplaces 
or heaters. 

4. Keep a supply of candles 
on hand. Remember to use 
candies with caution and 
mever leave |them unat- 
tended. 

5. Gather and store an 
adequate supply _ of 
emergency provisions, | in- 
eluding drinking water, 
canned goods, blankets and 
medical aids. 

6. When outside, wear 
several layers of light, loose 
fitting clothing, to prevent 
perspiring and subsequent 
chilling. Protect all ex- 
tremities from bitter cold or 
extended exposure. 

7. Be careful when 
shoveling snow. Many 
deaths are caused by over 
exhaustion. 

Vehicle travel: 

Have your car winterized 
now, Check your battery, 
anti-freeze, exhaust system, 
tires and ignition system. It 
is vital to carry blankets, 
flares, booster cables, 
matches, candles, a first aid 
kit, a flashlight, ete. Hun- 
dreds of motorists are 
Stranded each year and 
some die. Keep the following 
points in mind, if you must 
travel: 


1: Fill the fuel tank before 
driving and keep it relatively 
full. 

2. Use primary routes, for 
they are normally the first to 
be cleared of,snow and are 
more frequently patrolled by 
law enforcement or other 
emergency units. 

3. If possible, don’t travel 
alone. 

4. Most law enforcement 
and other emergency service 
agencies monitor channel 9 
on the Citizen’s Band (CB) 
radio.

5. If the storm exceeds 
your limitations, seek refuge 
immediately. 

If trapped in vehicle 
during blizzard: 

1. Stay in your vehicle. 
Disorientation can come 
quickly in drifting snow and 
being lost can mean certain 
death. 


2. Turn on the dome light to 
help highway or rescue 
crews find you. 

3. Signal for help by 
honking ‘the horn.’ Use three 
ips of three honks. 

4. Prevent carbon 
monoxide poisoning by 
running the engine and 
heater sparingly. Be sure the 
exhaust ‘system is clear of 
snow and keep at least oné 
window open slightly. 

5. Keep watch. Do not 
permit all occupants to sleep 
at once. 

6. Exercise by clapping 
hands and moving arms 
vigorously. Do not remain in 
one position too long.

GRANITE CITY — The 
prep soccer season has 
begun its stretch drive. 
Its kick, And if Tuesday 
night’s game at The 
Gauntlet is any in- 
dication, next week's 
area post-season playoffs 
could be among the best 
in the state. And as usual, 
three teams — Granite 
City South, Granite City 
North and Collinsville — 
stand heads and 
shoulders above the rest. 

Tuesday ‘at South, 
Collinsville and South 
battled to a 1-1 tie in a 
game that was about as 
evenly-played, as_ the 
score. The two goals were 
even scored within a 
minute of each other near 
the end of the first half. 

“T thought both teams 
were well-prepared,” 
said Collingville coach 
Jim Stranz. “But then, 
Mr. Baker’s (South coach 
Gene) teams are always 
well-prepared. 

“You have to be able to 
shut out the crowd and all 
the excitement when you 
play here,”’ |Stranz said. 
“J thought our team did! 
that tonight. For the first 
time, I thought we played 
with poise here.” 

Collinsville got some 
top-notch goaltending 
from keeper Ben Birch, 
who robbed the Warriors 
on at least three c- 
casions. The one that got 
away was scored by 
Richie Moore with 1:23 
remaining in the second 
quarter and gave the 
Warriors a brief 1-0 lead.

BELLEVILLE — Granite 
City South’s defensive back 
Dan Harris and Belleville 

_\ Althoff’s quarterback Vince 
Kenny know the hitting in

than usual. Unfortunately, 
both learned their lessons 
the hard way. 

Althoff was on the winning 
side of the scoreboard, 20-6, 
but they lost the services of 
senior quarterback Kenny 
for the rest of the season. 
Kenny-left the game in the 
last few minutes of the first 
half with a broken collar- 


bone. 

South didn’t walk off the 
field injury free either. Co- 

captain Harris left the game 
with a badly sprained ankle. 
His status for tomorrow 
night's game against 
Hannibal is uncertain. 

Both Jerry, McKechan, 
South head coach, and Glenn 
Schott, Althoff head coach, 
were feeling the pain of |the 
we: need Harris. He’s a 
two-way player,” McKechan 


said, referring to the run- 
ningback and defensive back 
positions Harris plays. “We 
missed him when he had to 
come out. He's ‘one of our 
leaders.” 

Schott did have one con- 
solation about the loss of 
Kenny - the play of reserve 
junior quarterback David 
McFarland: 

“I think David came in 
there and did an excellent 
job,” Schott said. It was 
McFarland’s first , varsity 
appearance at quarterback 
this year, although he has 
been a starting defensive 
back. He wilt be Althoff's 
starting quarterback for its 
game against conference 
leading Edwardsville 
tomorrow night. 

McFarland helped relieve 
some of the pressure. of 
playing rookie quarterback 
with his defensive play of the 
third quarter. With 7:58 left 
in the quarter and Althoff 
leading - 12-6, McFarland 
intercepted a John Linhart 
pass and rambled 30 yards 
down the left side line for the 
touchdown. 

The two point conversion 


gave Althoff a 20-6 lead and 
South was unable to get its 
offense rolling and play 
successful catch-up football. 

McKechan said South’s 
offensive game is stunted 
when they are always on the 
low side of the score board. 
Playing catch-up ball forces 
them into a throwing game, 
McKechan said, enabling the 
defense to anticipate the 
pass, rush’ heavily and force 
Linhart to throw  in- 
terceptions. 

South got behind early in 
the game when Althoff 
blocked a South punt on 
South’s 38 yard line. Two 
plays later, at the 7:34 mark 
in the first quarter, Althoff’s 
Kevin Schott scored from 
one and oné-half yards out.

South fought -right back, 
however, ‘scoring ,on their 
next possession in a 88 yard, 
five play drive.

GRANITE CITY - 
Granite City North's. 6-1 
victory over Belleville 
Althoff yesterday afternoon 
was an encouraging signal 
for North’s head soccer 
coach, Bob Kehoe. 

And the easy victory. 
couldn’t have come at a 
better time. Monday, North 
tied Cahokia 2-2 and 
Tuesday, beat Belleville 
East 1-0. North's record is 
now 12-1-6. 

Kehoe had been worried 
the players were playing too 
much for themselves instead 
of working together. He said 
the players have had a 
tendency to try to do too 
much on their own and not 
rely on their teammates 
enough 

“Today we kind of came 
out of it. We showed more 
signs as a team,” Kehoe 
said, “‘We came out passing 
the ball around. It was more 
of a, team effort.’’ 

Kehoe said he has been 
striving to get the players to 
understand it is easier to win 
when all eleven players are 
utilized on the field and the 
ball is moved with short, 
quick passes instead of 
having each man try to do 
everything himself. 

Kehoe is hoping the 
players correlate the success 
and dominance they had 
over Althoff to their team 
effort and carry it into sub- 
sectional play. 

North did more than just 
play team soccer, however. 
‘The Steelers scored early in 
the game — and they scored 
often, as it turned out. 

The Steelers’ first goal

« Money, but the 19th Street traffic overpass 
Seems well worth the time, the trouble and 
the expense. 

As the thousands know who have already 
driven across it in the first few days it has 
been in operation, the structure carries 
automobiles and trucks over the 
seemingly endless number of railroad 
tracks that cross Granite City from south- 
‘west to northeast a short distance from the 
central business district: 

Basically, the overpass connects the 

_ downtown area with Rock Road and the 
West Granite City neighborhood. 

It provides undelayed passage between 
the business area and West Granite and 
Lincoln Place. Through its central 
location, it will be convenient not only for 
the traffic that formerly used the 19th 
Street crossing but also the crossings on 
Niedringhaus Avenue, 20th Street and 22nd 
Street. 

The Belleville Area College daytime 
instructional center, the ‘former 
Washington Elementary School, now has 
an easy link to the remainder of Granite 
City.

Court upholds Mickey Mouse against home video users 


Mickey Mouse has veered from: his 
traditional loveable role and now is calling 
everyone who uses a home video recorder 
to record television programs a 
“criminal’’ and a ‘‘thief.”’ 

Mickey's home company, Walt Disney 
Productions, along with MCA Inc., have 
succeeded in convincing a U.S. Appeals 
Court judge that persons who record 
copyrighted television material, in the 
privacy of their own homes, are ‘‘stealing” 
the material, even though it was taken 
from the public airwaves. 

We thought Mickey and his bunch had 
lost that fight in October 1979 when a U.S 
District Court judge in Los Angeles ruled 
that is was legal to record something from 
the public airwaves, if the individual 
recording it is doing so only for use inside 
his home. Persons who loaned tapes to 
friends or showed them outside the home 
were ina legal ‘‘no-man’s land,”’ since the 
courts had not yet addressed the legality of 
those matters. 

Mickey Mouse is not the type to give up. 
He is not a quitter. The 1979 ruling was 
appealed until he won. 

The appeals court admits that it does not 
kknow how to properly compensate Disney 
and MCA for the materia? approximately 
three million video recorder owners are 
“stealing” from the television. It admits it 
would be impossible to enforce the law 
prohibiting persons from recording 
televised material in the privacy of their 
own homes, so it has appointed another 
judge to study ways to make video tape 
recorder owners pay the copyright fees for 
what they are “stealing.” 

Some of the proposals, thus far, are 
humerous, like your cartoons, Mickey. 


One is to put a copyright tax on the sale 
of blank video tapes. Another is to ‘put a 
similar tax on the sale of video recorders. 
A third proposal to curb wanton thievery is 
to require that all future video recorders 
are manufactured in such a way that they 
cannot record: from the television air- 
waves. 

We agree with Jay Rosenfield, publisher 
of Video magazine, that the decision, and 
proposals for justice, are “outrageous.” 

First, to charge a copyright on a blank 
video tape is ridiculous because it is blank. 
There is nothing on it to copyright. A 
person who uses the tape with a home 
camera to take video “home movies” 
would be charging a copyright fee for his 
own movies.

The surface has some degree of’ 
roughness to maximize tire traction, and 
the slope is much more gradual than it 
appears from a distance. There may be 
less of a problem during icy weather than 
is encountered at the Broadway viaduct. 

The rain dampened the mid-October 
festival that was held to commemorate the 
opening of the 19th Street overpass during 
the past weekend. But it cannot dim the 
benefits that will accrue from the new 
traffic structure now and well into the next 
century. 


copyright tax on the sale of video tape 
recorders. That would assume that the 
person was going to use it “illegally” to 
record television programs. We always 
thought that a person was presumed in- 
nocent until proven guilty, beyond the 
shadow of a doubt.” To fine purchasers of 
video tape equipment on the assumption 
that they will use them to tape copyrighted 
television: programs amounts to turning 
the law upside down. 

‘Toredesign the machines so they cannot 
record from televisions would solve the 
problem. It would ruin the video recording 
industry and give a big boost to the 
cheaper video dise machines, which do not 
record at all. That might cut down on your 
sale of pre-recorded cartoon tapes, 
Mickey, not to mention putting a lot of 
people out of business. 

For the time being, let's not even think 
about how heinous those who record cable 
television ‘programs are. Save that for 
another time, another place; and possibly 
a public hanging 

Let’s face facts, Mickey. If you allow 
your image to be put out in the public air, it 
can be grabbed by anyone who has the 
resources and equipment to grab it. The 
battle was fought long ago by phonograph 
record producers who discovered that 
persons owning an audio tape recorder 
were not only re-recording copyrighted 
songs from records, they were actually 
brash enough to tape record songs. from 
the radio, 

Imagine the effect it would have had on 
the tape recording industry if some court, 
many years ago, had ordered companies 
to stop producing tape recorders which 
would record. © 

Look to the very near future, when 
hundreds of local persons are likely to 
have the equipment to actually steal 
satellite signals from space, including 
cable broadcasts. We'll be up to our 
eyeballs in criminals 

Making the court’s ruling, even more 
absurd is a specific portion of the lower 
court’s ruling which was allowed to stand 
which makes it legal for retailers to record 
and show copyrighted television material 
when demonstrating the récorders to 
potential customers. The court believes it 
is legal for retailers to record copyrighted 
material and show customers how to do it, 
but it is then illegal for the customers to 
record television shows in their own. 
homes. 

With humor like that coming out of the 
courts, we may not need cartoons, Mickey. 


Says home rule really Mayor Sasyk rule

I have been bombarded 
with so many questions 
pertaining to this F84F 
aircraft that I have gathered 
information from the Air 
Force and other sources 
regareding its speed, ar- 
mament, etc., which should 
answer some of the 
questions. 

The aircraft was 
manufactured by Republic 
Aircraft in California. 
Length is 43 feet, wing-span 
33 feet, and combat-loaded 
weight 20,300 pounds. 

Maximum range is 2,000 
miles. It had a one-man 
crew, speed of ‘620 m.p.h., 
and ceiling of 45,000 feet. 

The aircraft is the first 
fighter type that could carry 
an atomic bomb. It has nine 
3-inch rockets on each wing, 
two 1,000-pound bombs and 
four 50-caliber machine 
guns, two in the nose and two 
in the wings. 

The -F84’s qualities 
enabled it to be in the 
vanguard of several fighter 
activities. It pioneered the 
use of the flying boom and

Festival rainy, 
but overpass open

Although the weather did not 
cooperate, “‘Overfest '81” in downtown 
Granite City, designed to celebrate the 
opening of the new 19th Street overpass, 
“did have its bright moments. 

The brightest moment was the actual 
opening of the overpass after the soap 
box derby on the new structure Sunday 
evening. Approval by the ‘state to open 
the $6 million structure was announced 
during the ceremonies which opened 
the Overfest by Mayor Paul Schuler 

The overpass was to have opened 
Saturday night, but the opening was 
delayed when rain and cold winds 
forced the postponement of the soap 
box derby until 2 p.m. Sunday: After the 
race, street crews removed bales of hay 
which had been placed along the sides 
of the structure to protect the young 


racers and the barricades at both ends 
of the overpass then were opened. 

Mayor Schuler promised a short and 

-simple ceremony Friday afternoon to 
open the Overfest and to, symbolically, 
at least, open the overpass. A paper 
chain made by Granite City .school 
children, each link bearing the name of 
the child who made it, stretched along 
the overpass between downtown 
Granite City and West Granite City, 
symbolizing the linking, at last, of the 
two sides, which.have been divided 
since the city began by busy railroad 
tracks, 3 

Officials representing five entities 
responsible: for funding the overpa 
placed the final links in the chai 

” Mayor Paul Schuler placed the link for 
the city, Terry Seabolt, vice-president 
of Granite City Steel, placed the link 
representing the financial contribution 
the steel firm made toward the con- 
struction, Senator Sam Vadalabene 
placed the link representing the state’s 
contribution, Nelson Hagnauer, 
chairman of the Madison County 
Board, represesented the county and 
Dale Park, district secretary for U.S. 
Congressman Melvin Price, placed the 
link representing the federal govern- 
ment. 

After the paper chain was completed, 
a double-decker bus, imported from 
England by Alton Pepsi Bottling Co., 
was driven by’ Morris Miles of that 
company down the western leg of the 
overpass and then returned to the top to 
drive through the chain and open the 
‘structure.

started three years ago to 
“counteract bad publicity” 
about the state, Kiley said.

‘ seeking ‘harmony’ 


“Harmony” is: the one 
thing Belleville Area College 
needs to improve its 
educational program and to 


* motivate its staff to.give the 


best possible education to 
BAC students, three can- 
didates for the BAC Board of 
Trustees contend. 

‘The three candidates, all 
from “‘The Harmony Party,” 
urged members of the 
Granite City Democrat Club 
last week to elect them and 
return harmony to the ad- 
ministration, faculty and 
board of the college, which 
has been torn apart by bitter 
disagreements over the 
college’s presidency. 

Most outspoken in her 
Statements here was Esther 
Vasileff of Granite City, who 
contended that some of the 
teachers of BAC night 
courses are not devoting 
their full energies to their 
jobs. She saiti that when an 
instructor tells his class to 
leave if he is not there in the 
first five minutes or if he 
teaches only one hour of & 
> three-hour class and 
dismisses the students early, 
he “is cheating. The  tax- 
payers are paying for a 
quality education and the 
students are paying fora full 
education,” she stated. 

She said there is 
“‘dissidence between the 
faculty, the administration 
and the board. I feel all side’, 
need to be educated."’ She 
contended the union faculty 
members should not have 
challenged her petitions of 
candidacy “when no one 
knows anything about my 
‘ background.’’ She noted that 
she was a charter member of 
the Venice teachers’ union 
and is associated with the 
Granite City teachers’ union. 
She currently is a school 
psychologist. 

‘She said she was surprised 
when the BAC instructors’ 
union members challenged 
her petitions, stating, ‘They 
didn’t even talk to me about 
my feelings on their con- 
cerns.”” 

She said she learned at 6 
pm. the evening of the 
meeting that her name 
would be on the ballot. The 
union challenges succeeded 
in eliminating the name of 
former ‘Madison superin- 
tendent of schools Fred 
Riddle from the ballot, but 
when her petitions . were 
found to be valid, the union 
appealed the decision, which 
was upheld last Wednesday. 

Asked about rumors that 
BAC might close its full-time" 
facility in the former 
Washington School, Mrs. 
Vasileff said, ‘I do not know 
and will not know until | am 
on the board. I taught in that 
school for three years. I 
know the building, byt I don’t 
know the answer,’’ she 
stated. 

She urged Granite City 
residents to elect her, since 
“the preponderance of the 
board is from outside 
Madison County.” 

Dr. Donald Jerome, a 
Belleville physician, also 
was outspoken in his com- 
ments on the challerige to the 
group's petitions. ‘I never 
met the people who tried to 
disqualify us.as candidates. I 
know they are members of 
the union and are spreading 
circulars now that we want 
to close the nursing school. It 
is not true,’ Dr. Jerome said, 
praising the quality and 
quantity‘ of nursing 
graduates from BAC. 

“He noted that he is an 
advisor for the nursing 
school and now is president

of the board of advisors. He 
also.is a BAC graduate and 
feels an allegiance to the 
school, he said. 

“We are trying to restore 
the harmony between the 
faculty, administration and 
board, within fiscal 
restraints. There is a lot of 
disharmony there,” he 
contended. 

A union man in. the 
audience asked. how Dr. 
Jerome felt about alleged 
recent attempts by the 
present board to break the 
union at BAC and Jerome 
answered, ‘I don’t have a 
political viewpoint on that. 
One must learn to get along 
with others,”’ he said.
